The  District  is  gradually  becoming  a dormitory  area  for 
the  surrounding  towns,  this  being  confirmed  by  the  increasing  amount 
of  private  building  development  taking  place  and  envisaged  for  the 
future  which  will  provide  a gradual  increase  in  the  population  and  in 
rateable  value. 

The  Birth  Rate  for  the  District  is  above  that  for  England 
and  Wales,  and  the  Death  Rate  is  below  that  for  England  and  Wales.

DIPHTHERIA. 

Diphtheria  Prophylactics  Antigen  is  used  by  Medical 
Practitioners  for  the  inraurdsation  of  children  in  the  area. 

The  County  Council  offer  immunisation  in  the  Child  Welfare 
Clinic  at  Penley,  Standard  practice  now  is  early  protection 
beginning  at  3 months  with  Diphtheria  Pertissus  Prophylactic,  in 
addition  many  school  children  are  given  ’booster*  inoculations  in 
schools  at  the  age  of  5/6  years. 

In  spite  of  the  absence  of  Diphtheria  in  the  District,  the 
need  for  protection  against  this  disease  is  a MUST  for  all  babies. 

POLIOMYELITIS  IMMUNISATION . 

During  the  year  good  progress  in  Polio  immunisation  was 
maintained,  the  age  groups  being  extended  up  to  the  age  of  26  years. 
In  addition  expectant  mothers  are  offered  Polio  immunisation.  The 
response  in  this  area  has  been  very  gratifying. 


HOUSING. 

During  the  year,  a full  time  Public  Health  Inspector, 

Mr.  S.J.V.  James,  was  appointed  by  the  Council,  and  urgent  priority 
was  given  to  the  carrying  out  of  a Lousing  survey  of  the  District. 
Good  progress  was  made  and  the  information  gained  will  be  used  to 
formulate  the  Council’s  Slum  Clearance  Programme. 

The  number  of  applicants  for  houses  on  the  Council’s  waiting 
list  at  the  end  of  the  year  was  181.  It  is  anticipated  that  this  is 
n»t  a true  picture  of  the  position,  and  it  is  intended  as  soon  as 
possible  to  review  the  position  when  it  will  probably  be  seen  that, 
the  number  of  applications  will  be  much  reduced.  Negotiations  are 
in  progress  for  the  construction  of  20  dwellings  at  Penley. 

CLEAN  FOOD. 

There  has  been  a continued  improvement  in  food  premises  and 
in  the  hygienic  handling  of  food  generally  during  the  year. 

There  were  no  instances  of  Foreign  Bodies  in  food  sold  to 
the  public  reported  to  the  Health  Department. 

VLAJLO. 

Progress  is  being  maintained  in  extending  the  Council’s  water 
supply  throughout  the  District. 

Sairples  of  the  supply  are  being  taken  regularly  by  the  Public 
Health  Inspector  for  bacteriological  examination,  and  all  samples 
have  been  reported  as  being  satisfactory.

The  unsatisfactory  samples  were  from  shallow  wells  in  use  at  three 
small  holdings  adjacent  to  each  other.  The  contamination  ■would  appear 
to  be  from  land  drainage.  There  is  no  main  water  supply  available  to 
these  properties  at  the  present  time  but  action  is  being  taken  in  an 
effort  to  provide  a main  piped  supply. 

HOUSING: 

A comprehensive  Ifousing  Survey  wa3  commenced  by  my  predecessor  in 
195S,  and  work  was  continued  on  this  in  September,  1959.  Good  progress 
is  being  made  in  carrying  out  detailed  inspections  and  it  is  intended  to 
classify  all  dwellings  according  to  their  repair  state  and  structural 
condition. 

The  information  obtained  from  the  Survey  should  prove  of  value  when 
considering  future  slum  clearance  policy  and  in  any  assessment  of  future 
housing  requirements. 

As  an  interim  measure,  in  an  effort  to  alleviate  the  overall  housing 
problem,  when  a sub-standard  house  becomes  vacant,  action  is  being  taken 
under  Sections  16  and  17  of  the  Housing  Act,  1957.

Jiqprovement  Grants. 

During  the  year  there  has  been  a steady  demand  for  information 
regarding  Improvement  Grants,  particularly  the  new  Standard  Grant.  In  a 
Rural  Distriot  such  as  this  a great  deal  can  be  done  to  inprove  the  general 
housing  conditions  through  the  medium  of  these  Grants^  and  Owners  of  suitable 
properties  should  be  encouraged  to  make  full  use  of  the  facilitj.es  available. 

As  new  water  schemes  are  completed  in  the  District  I anticipate 
many  more  applications  for  grant  aid  towards  the  provision  of  baths,  washbasins, 
hot  water  supplies  and  water  closets,  and  this  in  time  will  in  all  probability 
create  a new  problem,  namely  that  of  sewage  disposal.  This  problem  will  have 
to  be  faced  in  the  near  future  by  the  provision  of  main  sewerage  schemes  for 
the  villages  in  the  area.

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The  standard  of  Food  Hygiono  in  the  food  shops  in  the  District 
is  generally  very  good.  There  are,  however,  one  or  two  cases  where 
there  is  room  for  improvement,  particularly  in  the  more  isolated  areas, 
where  main  water  supply  has  only  recently  been  provided. 

Considerable  difficulty  is  being  ejxperienoed  in  carrying  out 
adequate  supervision  of  Mobile  Food  Shops  of  which  there  are  a considerable 
number  coming  into  the  District,  It  is  regrettable  that  the  Food  Hygiene 
regulations  do  not  permit  the  enforcement  of  handwashing  facilities  on  all 
mobile  shops  leaving  the  Local  Authority  to  take  the  negative  action  of 
taking  proceedings  in  oases  where  the  personal  cleanliness  of  food  handlers 
is  unsatisfactory.  This  disparity  In  the  regulations  between  Mobile  stops 
and  permanent  premises  is  also  causing  a certain  amount  of  dissatisfaction 
amoung  shopkeepers  who  have  spent  considerable  amounts  of  money  in  bringing 
their  premises  up  to  standard,  I am,  however,  endeavouring  to  persuade 
all  owners  of  Mobile  Shops  to  provide  adequate  handwashing  facilities,  and 
have  been  successful  in  several  instances.

Due  to  the  fact  that  the  post  of  Public  Health  Inspector  was 
vacant  until  1st,  August,  1959,  it  wan  not  possible  to  inspect  all  neat 
slaughtered  during  the  year.  During  the  months  of  April,  May  and  June, 
meat  inspection  was  carried  out  on  two  days  each  week  by  Mr,  G,J,  Rees, 
Public  Health  Inspector  with  the  Wrexham  Borough  Council,  These 
arrangements  were  made  with  the  kind  co-operation  of  the  'Wrexham  Borough 
Council,  and  their  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector,  Mr,  A,  McCartney  to  whom 
I would  like  to  express  my  thanks* 

With  the  coming  into  force  of  the  Construction  Regulations  with 
regard  to  slaughterhouses  a survey  has  been  made  of  the  premises  and  the 
present  position  would  appear  to  be  that  two  of  the  slaughterhouses  will 
be  brought  up  to  standard  in  all  respects,  but  the  occupier  of  the  third 
slaughterhouse  is  undecided  as  to  his  course  of  action,  mainly  on  financial 
grounds.
